Beyond  the  gift  of  life  and  our  defended 

freedom  there  is  much  to  Ik*  thankful  for  in 
this  land,  not  to  man  but  to  Cod.  The  har-  ’ 
vest  that  follows  the  sowing,  the  recovery 
that  follows  ill  health,  the  years  which  tiring 
wisdom,  peace  in  the  aunaet — how  good  in 
turn  they  ran  he.  Not  all  men  have  the 
same  vision  but  for  each  there  can  be  the 
same  opportunity,  use  it  how  he  may.  It  is 
a rich  land  with  room  in  it  for  everyone  to 
prosper,  and  to  grow  in  stature  as  the'1  Lord

In  a more  personal  sense,  most  individuals 
have  cause  to  Ik*  thankful  tor*  thus  land,  with 
its  generous  bounty.  Freedom  of  worship, 
freedom  to  come  and  go,  to  think,  to  do,  to 
grow— ^ these. are  not  little  things.  They  are 
worth  fighting  for,  if  fight  it  must  be.  And 
yet  the  hope  persists  that  the  clouds  of  »he 
day  will  lx*  rolled  away,  and  that  all  men 
everywhere  may  share  and  enjoy  the  same 
blessings.

Subsidizing  the  Crown 


PIE  Toronto  Telegram  in  a recent  edi- 
torial drew  attention  to  a policy  formu- 
lated by  the  Dominion  government  which, 
if  allowed  to  become  general  throughout 
Canada,  could  have  serious  consequences  for 
municipal  governments.  The  Telegram 
.States  that  the  federal  government,  not 
content  with  a formula  which  deprives  mast  . 
municipalities  of  grants  in  lieu  of  taxes  on 
Crown  property,  has  adopted  a device  which 
exempts  privately-owned  companies  engaged 
on  government  contracts  from  local  taxation. 

"In  Scarborough  Township,"  the  Toronto 
paper  states,  "two  government -sponsored  but 
private  firms  working  on  defense  production 
have  been  classified  as  Crown  properties, 
thereby  freeing  them  from  the  payment  of 
local  taxes.  Although  Trade  and  Commerce 
Minister  Howe  has  indicated  that  the  town- 
ship will  receive  a lump  sum  in  lien  of  taxes 
on  these  properties,  previous  experience  sug- 
gests that  if  Scarborough  receives  more  lhan 
50  per  rent  ol  normal  taxes  it  will  tie  a 
surprising  departure  from  the  government's 
usual  practice."

If  the  policy  qf 
exempting  private  firms  holding  contracts 
for  defense  production  were  extended  to  all 
companies  doing  work  for  the  federal  gov- 
ernment, the  resultant  loss  of  revenue  to 
hi  niggling  municipal  governments  could 
mean  near-disaster.  As  The  Telegram  has 
pointed  out.  the  few-  grants-in-lieu  which  the 
Dominion  has  made  in  respect  of  federal 
establishments  which  do  literally  belong  to 
the  Crown  have  not  even  begun  to  approach 
the  tax  assessments  which  otherwise  would 
apply.  The  chronic  disability  of  Esquimau 
i<  an  outstanding  example  of  that.  It  and 
other  municipalities  containing  Crown  prop- 
erties already  an*  sulisidizing  the  Dominion 
government  at  heavy  cost  to  their  own  tax- 
payers. There  is  no  reason  why  any  muni- 
cipality should  Ik*  required  tn  subsidize  a 
private  company  merely  because  if  happens 
to  lie  doing  work  for  the  Dominion,  whether 
for  defense  nr  anything  else 


A Befitting  Gesture 


SOME  recompense  will  accrue  to  Hong 
Kong  veterans  and  others  who  suffered 
ill  treatment  at  the  hands  of  the  Japanese 
in  the  award  announced  by  the  government 
of  a dollar  for  every  day  spent  as  a prisoner 
of  war.  The  eompomuftion  will  not  eras**  the 
memory  or  a dreadful  experience  but  it  may 
help  to  offset  in  some  instance*  the  impair- 
ment or  health  and  earning  power  that 
resulted  from  this  enforced  wartime  ordeal. 

Those  Victorians  who  noted  the  ravages 
Imprinted  on  the  Hong  Kong  troops  who 
weir  rehabilitated  in  this  city  following  their 
liberation  will  appreciate  the  Justice  of  the 
award.  There  Is  also  thi*  satisfactory  irony 
that  the  maltreatment  bonus  will  tie  paid 
out  of  the  fund  built  up  of  seized  Japanese 
nnd  German  assets  and  reparations.  This 
money  could  not  be  put  to  more  appropriate 
use 

So  far  the  announcement  refers  only  to 


awards  actually  granted,  but  other  claims 
will  Ik*  invited  nnd  decided  u|sm.  Civilians 
suffering  losses  caused  by  enemy  action,  such 
as  the  sinking  of  th**  Athrnta.  will  Ik*  eligible 
to  apply,  and  the  question  of  Canadian 
servicemen  in  German  I’.O.W  camps  who 
received  undue' maltreatment  will  also  come 
under-review.  -Th**~Gefw**n  record  in  1 his 
respect  does  not  seem  so  had  as  the  Japanese 
record,  but  here  ton  there  will  1m*  caw's  W- 
serving  n nxdmpense  that  is  overdue. 

The  list  of  Haims  is  thus  likely  to  reach 
a tidy  length  and  in  total  the  amounts 
involved  will  !*•  fairly  large.  Since  these 
former  enemy  countries  arc  fooling  the  bill^ 
however,  government  officials  need  not  split 
too  many  hairs  in  making  the  awards.  There 
will  lie  little  excuse  for  the  over-met iculou.s 
attitude  that  has  ho  often  in  the  past  affected 
federal  authorities  when  dealing  with  claims 
of  war  veteran*.

Handy  Launch  Float-Seat 


By  R.  M.  ANGUS 

. The  master  forger  of  stamps. 
Spiral  i.  of  whom  we  wrote  some 
* two  years  ago,  pursuant  to  an  ar- 
ticle in  the  Saturday  Evening  Post, 
has  at  long  last  been  laid  by  the 
heels,  the  French  government  hav- 
ing had  the  matter  brought  strongly 
to  its  attention  by  representations 
from  the  syndicate  of  stamp  deal- 
ers of  Paris.  Originally  a producer 
of  engraved  picture  postcards  and 
an  expert  on  colors  and  the  produc- 
tion of  similar  cards;  due  to  a bad 
deal  he  once  made  in  hi*  youth  w ith 
an  unscrupulous  dealer,  he  turned 
his  attention  to  the  manufacture  of 
engraving  postage  stamps,  which 
bore  a striking  resemblance  to  the 
genuine  article. 

At  first,  his  efforts  were  easily 
identified  by  almost  any  expert  col- 
lector or  dealer,  but  he  has  recently 
improved  his  method*  to  such  an 
extent  that  he  has  been  producing 
stamps  that  have  fooled. even  ex- 
pert*. Of  course  he  never  pre- 
tended to  sell  them  except  as  fac- 
similes. and  protected  himself  by 
writing  to  that  effect  in  faint  pen- 
cil letters  on  the  hack  of  each 
stamp;  two  strokes  of  any  soft  rub- 
. ber.  gently  applied,  and  presto?  they 
wen-  '•genuine"  and  not  forgeries 
at  all.

These  either  get  stowed 
away  where  they  are  unavailable 
when  required.,  or  they  are  left 
arojnd  ‘ to  become  damaged  and 
usele»*  Although  one  or  two  ordin- 
ary life  jackets  may  be  carried 
easily,  often  a rapacity  load  of 
friends  are  taken  on  your  craft. 
One  way  to  provide  for  their  safety 
i»  to  make  a float  seat  raff. 

Many  < launches  have  an  open 
sect  ion  where  such  a seat  will  float 
clear  of  the  boat  should  it  sink, 
or  in  case  of  fire,  is  easily  thrown 
oberboar.L  An  open  stern  is  about 
th*-  best  place  to  locate  your  raft 
seat.  and  it  is  a simple  matter  to 
mike  «»ne. 


screw  caps  are  tightly  turned  down. 
Now,  attach  these  two  tanks  to 
the  underside  of  the  float  seat,  as 
shown  in  Figure  2.  This  can  be 
done  by  holding  them  in  place  with 
galvanized  strap  Iron  bands,  screwed 
to  the  underside  of  the  seat  or  by 
suitable  wooden  slat  framework.  It 
the  seat  is  provided  with  rope  loops 
its  efficiency  will  be  increased, 
because  in  rough  water  a number 
of  people  are  provided  with  a firm 
grip  on  the  raft.  These  tanks  have 
a considerable  displacement  for  their 
weight  and  greatly  add  to  the-buoyf 
anoy  of  any  wooden  craft.  AUo.  its 
shape  lend*  itself  to  fitting  into  (tie 
contour's  of  your  boat.

An  elm  tree  will  stand  quite  a 
Hit  .if  abuse,  if  gravel  is  used  give 
it  a breathing  space.  If  a dry  well 
of  stones  is  made  around  the  trunk, 
several  feet  of  nil  can  h»*  added, 
usually  without  serious  r**-ulhj  to 
the  tree.

WHEN  British  Columbia's  main- 
land community  was  experienc- 
ing some  real  grow  ing  pain*  30  odd 
'years  ago.  a chap  named  l-*»r*en, 
then  proprietor  of  the  North  Van- 
couver Hotel,  dreami'd  up  a sports' 
program  for  the  crli-liraiko  of  a 
Vancouver  holiday  IVudlnim  Day, 
1906.  Anumg  the  principal  event* 
on  Hurt  ambitious  program  was  one 
entirely  new  for  that  »-ra  a speed- 
boat”  race  for  a silver  trophy,  no 
less.  over  a course  which  was  to 
start  and  finish  in  front  of  Larsens 
hotel. 

Tw  » Vancouver  firms  ami  one  Vic- 
toria firm  Interested  in  manufacture 
ing  internal  combust  iuy  engines 
had  been  w ishing  for  an  opportunity 
to  display  products  of  their  machine 
•hope*  publicly.  These  were  East- 
hope  of  Vancouver  and  Ttutchisoii 
Brothers  id  Victoria.  They  had  con- 
sidered the  isjvumg  of  challenges  to 
all  ami  sundry  but  Larsen  saved  , 
them  the  trouble.  , . ’■ 

I N1>KK  HANUH  AP 

To  get  In  the  race  the  Victoria 
boat.  was  handle^pcd  a hit.  It 
cither  itad  to  be  shipped  by  usrr> 

• the  sensible  way  >,  or  navigated 
across  the  Gulf,  a somewhat  foolish 
procedure,  considering  everything 
that  transptrvd.  But  then,  that  Is 
the  way  things  hap(*n  at  times. 

To  help  Larsen  pul  his  Vancouver 
event  over,  three  of  us  were  willing, 
lacking  second  sight  Dan  Hutchi- 
son. nuirine  engineer  expert  and  de- 
signer of  the  boat's  four  cylinder 
motor,  aaengim-man:  "Mp*  ' tniwen 
as  crew , and  self  as  navigator.  The 
"H  B"  was  lightly  built,  but  well 
put  together.  Onkilhbrd,  It  was 
planked  with  red  cedar,  copper 
fastened,  while  engine  capacity  was 
eight  to  twelve  horsepower. 

Inttmded  for  commerrlal  tasks, 

' the  engine  was  not  designed-  for 
racing;  but  the  opportunity  of 
getting  some  recognition  publicly  on 
a gala  day  outweighed  every  other 
consideration,  even  though  our

IN  At  FIVE  PASS 

Wo  reached  Active  I 'ax*  llial 
afuq-noon.  waited  there  until  next 
morning  for  the  usual  quiet  con- 
. dltim.H  on  the  gulf  In  summer  and 
set  out  early,  steaming  "at  slow 
bell,"  in  the  engineer's  lingo.  ami 
l»eaih*d  foi*  Point  Grey.  All  went 
merry  enough  until  we  got  well  out 
when  it  started  to  breeze  up.  coming 
from  the  dlrecion  wc  were  going, 
making  it  as  risky  to  turn  back  as 
to  go  ahead  Spray  kept  coming 
aboard,  which  nei^ssitated  thrMtl- 
ing  the  engine  well  down  to  prevent 
being  swamped.

distance  away.  We  had  been  tigur- 
, ing  on  displaying  a white  shirt  ifter 
she  have  in  sight,  but  had  hern 
spared  that  Ignomy  at  the  last  mo- 
ment.
